WILD ACCLAIM 


War’s Last Chapter 
Gorgeous, Joyous 
Spectacle.

Come with Smiling Faces. 

History does not record such a stu- 
pendous spectacle as was this pageant 
of victory in Paris today. In the steady 
tread of the marching thousands was

struments of death—hung with gar- 
lands of flowers. One beheld in them 
the eternal strength of civilization. 
Let it be recorded that the massive 
steel chains are not at the Are de 
Triomphe.

As Germans Promised; But Different. 

The Germans promised in 1914 that 
they would themselves cut the barrier 
and come into Paris beneath the Arc 
de Triomphe—that beautiful structure 
at the Place de l’Etoile, dedicated by 
Napoleon IL. to the victorious arms of 
France. 
To all Frenchmen this day carries 
with it a significance too keen to be 


them the opening of the passageway 
through their consecrated arch today 
meant more than the victory parade it- 
self. By thousands they crowded into 
the Place de ‘l’Etoile and Champs 
Elysées that they might see with their 
own eyes the first men coming through 
the arch since it was barred to the 
Germans. 

First Through Arc de Triomphe, 
Zi know of no more dramatic mo- 
ment in history than that when a de 
tachment of maimed, mutilated sol- 
diers of France, to whom was given 
the honor of heading the march of 
victory, came slowly through the Arc 
de Triomphe. Men and women wept 
and were not ashamed of their tears. 
When the steel chains were removed 
in preparation for the events of to- 
day there was a monument erected in 
the center of the arc in memory of 
the soldier and sailor dead of France. 
For twé days and nights incense was 
burned about the magnificent pole and 
guards of honor kept a vigil there and 
will keep their loyal watch throughout 
another night.

RISE 23 PER CENT 


IN SINGLE WEEK 


Federal Action and 
Local Deals Both 
Blamed. 


Foodstuffs, with the lid off for for- 
eign exportation, are still going up. 
The approaching investigation by a 
city commission under Health Com- 
missioner John Dill Robertson and a 
federal board not yet determined as 
to membership has not bothered South 
Water street in the least as to keeping 
prices down.

The coffee and pineapple markets 
show the greatest steady increase. At 
the date of the armistice the standard 
No. 4 coffee sold at 20 cents per pound 
less than yesterday and coffee men 
said that the end is not yet in sight 
even at that rate. Brazil is holding 
back, as a government investment, 
3,000,000 bags and that, coupled with 
a frost-shortened crop this year, has 
cut the amount for American import 
from 8,600,000 bags to an approximate 
half of that amount. 


U. 8. Sells in Europe. 

Pineapple has jumped better than 
100 per cent fn three months because 
the American government, holding 
7,000,000 cans, sold it under contract 
to a European government, stripping 
the American market. It is practically 
unobtainable now, pending new crops 
from Florida and California. 
Buyers of produce freely charge that 
there is a combine on South Water 
street to keep up the cantaloupe mar- 
ket. They point out that on June 23 
cantaloupes, in crates of fifteen, sold 
for $1.00 a crate; in crates of forty- 
five for $3.75 (standards), and ponies, 
in crates of fifty-four, for $3.50. An 
influx of melons began to drive the 
prices é¢ven lower, Shipments were 
diverted from the Chicago market and 
yesterday the crates of fifteen Were 
quoted at $2.00, the ponies at $4.00, 
and the standards at $4.85. 


Small Consumers Lose. 

In connection with flour, the small 
consumer is getting the worst of it 
through a ruling of the food adminis- 
tration bureau. Bffective July 15, all 
concerns using more than fifty barrels 
of flour per*month get a rebate from 
the government of the difference in 
price that they have to pay for flour 
and the price standardized by the food 
administration. The user of less than 
fifty barrels per month gets no such 
debate. 

Retail prices are showing or will 
show a corresponding raise, according 
to recent indications. _

Unrest is reported at the stee) mills 
of South Chicago. More than 18,000 
men employed in the various industries 
of the vicinity yesterday threatened to 
walk out if a wage increase was not 
granted.

The county board adopted without a 
dissenting vote President Reinberg’s 
resolution authorizing Superintendent 
of Public Service Henry A. Zender to 


-Investigate and purchase large quanti- 


tles of the foodstuffs from govern- 
ment warehouses and report on possi- 


-pilities. 


Ald. Cermak presented the follow- 
ing list of foods which, he told the 
council, is now available from the gov- 
ernment at prices ranging from 15 to 
$0 per cent below market prices:.

ARE YOU READY FOR THE TEST? 

The Irish helped in the achievement of American 
independence. We know it, and the Irish orators 
frequently tell us so. They did it by fighting. They 
could not do it by recognizing the American repub- 
lic. If they could have recognized it, the recognition 
would not have done any good, anyway. 

We have paid our debt to Lafayette. Pershing 
says sd. So do all our orators. A Bourbon king who 
wanted to take something away from Great Britain 

gent ah army and fleet over here to see that the 
British lost their colonies. They were lost. We 
have not laid a wreath on the monument of the 
Bourbon king, but possibly he deserves one. 

The Irish and the French helped us achieve inde- 
péndence. They did it by fighting. We say we have 
paid one debt. We did it by fighting. We are urged 
to pay the other. If we want to do it, we must do 
it by fighting and spending. 

A great deal of money will be required to fight 
Great Britain—probably a great deal more than 

was required to fight Germany. We had help in 
fighting Germany. We shall be alone in fighting 
Great Britain, and Great Britain has command of 

De Valera, president of the Irish republic; Mr. 
Dunné, former governor of Illinois, and other rep- 
resentatives of the Irish cause say there are 100,000 
British troops in Ireland. The ejection of these 
troops will occupy Ireland for a considerable part 
of the war. 

We must consider the certainty of vur meeting 
the British single-handed in the other fields of 
war. It will require men and money. We must do 
as we did in the war with Germany. We must raise 
the men by conscription and the money by bonds 
and taxation. 

Taxation is heavy now, but it must be doubled. 
What we are raising by taxation now is barely 
sufficient to meet the requirements of the war just 

ended. The new war will be even more expensive, 

and we must prepare to endure a doubling of all 

‘tax rates.

If it re 
quired five to whip Germany, it may require seven 
or eight to whip Great Britain. We regret that so

Tt is a pretty sane and safe guess that the first 
draft which the league of nations will draw against 
any account will be drawn against the American 
and that it will arise out of Mexican conditions. 
We know it and our government does not want to 
honor the draft. 
Diplomats may try to hand us mandates in 
Armenia and Turkey and other places in which we 
have no business, but nature handed us a mandate 
in Mexico and necessity will see that we exer- 
cise it. 
We may ignore the claims of Americans who 
have rights to property and life in Mexico, but 
we shall not be able to ignore the claims of French 
and British who have rights to property and life 
there. 
The French and British have had enough prop- 
erty destroyed without submitting to further de 
struction. They need their capital and they need 
the returns from it. The French, British, and 
Americans are the league of nations as at present 
constitured and America is responsible for Mexico. 
We shall not escape our dilemma by trying to 
talk it to death. It will survive everything but 
action on our part. We are sending a battleship 
to take part in the pacification of Fiume. The 
farther the field lies from home the more realistic 
our procedure becomes. ? 
When the need is at home, when it is where we 
could do something and do good to all concerned 
by doing something, we content ourselves with 
pastoral visits and affect not to see the faces 
made at us after we have distributed our tracts. 


“ALL OR NOTHING.” 

We hope that every one concerned with the lake 
front improvement will give serious attention to 
Mr. John F. Wallace’s protest against “ overload- 
ing” the proposed ordinance. Mr, Wallace is an 
experienced engineer of wide reputation; he has 
no interest to serve in the pending legislation ex- 
cept the city’s interest, and he believes the lake 
front ordinance satisfies every reasonable demand.

No; we must have electrification 
within twelve years or preferably ten, and more‘ 
than that, we must have a number of other con- 
cessions. In view of Mr. Wallace’s opinion that 
the railroad will reject the ordinance if it is over- 
loaded in this fashion, it is perhaps worthy of re- 
mark that the chief aldermanic advocate of the 
twelve year period for electrification is not a resi- 
dent of the south side at all, but lives in the 
Twenty-third ward. The south side will surely 
feel a debt of gratitude to these representatives 
of other sections of the city if they succeed in 
killing the ordinance.

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IMPERFECT HEADS. 
NCE upon @ time, so the story 
goes, a scientist claimed that 
when the partition which divides 
the right brain from the left 
veered ¢o one side or the other, the indi- 
Vidual was insane. He presented his the- 
ory so persistently that he grew to be a 
nuisance and was held to be bug on his 
hobby. He died and at the autopsy 
they found he proved his theory—his 
brain partition.ran markedly out of line. 

A great physiologist of the last cen- 
tury, Dalton, studied the patterns found 
in a hat store, where hats to order were 
made. The conclusion to which he came 
was that every man’s head twisted a 
little to the right or to the left and 
that either a nonsymmetrical head was 
not a sign of insanity or else pretty 
much everybody was insane. As he read 
this paper before the New York Academy 
of Medicine the audience noticed that 
the curves of his head were far from 
being regular. 

Before that time men had been some- 
what disposed to think that a nonsym- 
metrical head indicated lack of mental 
balance. Since then the theory has not 
been accepted by many. 

When Dr. Herman Adler became con- 
nected with the Danvers State hospital 
in 1909 he said he was struck by the lack 
of symmetry of the heads of insane pa- 
tients. When he mentioned the matter 
to his associates on the staff they ridi- 
culed the “ old stuff.” Nothing daunted, 
he conducted an investigation of his own. 
He started with the hat makers’ pat- 
terns or “ conformations,” just as Dal- 
ton had done. To make the results more 
dependable he corrected certain minor 
defects in the measuring machine. Then 
he found that every face and head was 
nonsymmetrical. So far he found with 
Dalton, But then he found that by 
counting as symmetrical all those heads 
with minor irregularities, by fixing cer- 
tain limits for irregularities, and only 
counting as irregular those which went 
beyond the limits, he was able to classify 
people. 

He found that right handed people 
had a protuberance on the right side in 
the parietal region (near the temple). 
Left handed pébple did not have these 
protuberances. He soon became able to 
pick out left handed people in a ¢erowd 
by the absence of this protuberance. 
Having established what might be 
called his standards of minimum require- 
ments and improved the hat makers’ 
measure somewhat, he went at his job. 
Hesexamined 1,000 insane, finding that 
28 per cent of them had symmetrical 
heads, but 72 had asymmetrical heads. 
In a group of sane people only about 7 
per cent had asymmetrical heads and 
93 per cent had heads which were sym- 
metrical. 

Dr. Adler concludes that marked lack 
of symmetry of the face and head indi- 
cates a variation from type either in the

growth of the vine. It is, therefore, 

difficult or impossible to detect the dis- 


ease before time. 


The wart is enubet by a fungus 
which penetrates the outer layers of 
the potato, stimulating growth and 
causing the characteristic warty out- 
growths. Millions of reproductive bod- 
ies are formed in the wart tissue 
and are released in the soil when the 
potato decays. They may lie dormant 
in the soil for many years until by 
cultivation they are brought into suit- 
able condition for germination. 

Keep a4 close watch at digging time 
for potatoes with warty outgrowths 
which are light brown when young, 
black and decayed when old. It would 
be advisable to send suspicious speci- 
mens to some agricultural experiment 
station and have them examined
